When you have long forgotten your 
army days, and are enjoying vour 
Old-Age Pension, you may suddenly 
receive a blue official envelone en- 
closing one penny, underpaid you 
three days after your enlistment.

From the prices given below, which 
are taken front the catalogue of a well- 
known firm of gold and silversmitha, 
it will be seen that the prices are 
not even proportioned to rank, the 
coronet of an earl, for instance, be- 
ing priced higher than the coronet of 
a duke. The reason for this is found 
in the imitation pearls which adorn 
the coronet of an earl, while that of 
a duke is free from anything save 
the strawberry leaves. The cost is as 
follows: Duke, £6 °10s.; duchess, 
£5 10s.; marquess, £3 108.; marchion-

EXPERIMENT STATIONS. 


Work of These Centers of Agricultural 
Investigation. *° 

In the opinion of many qualified ob- 
servers the agricultural exjeriment 
stations are proving to be one of the 
greatest agencies of helpfulness in 
the United States. Under a law passed 
nineteen years ago ench of the states 
and territories receives several thou- 
sand dollars a year from the generu 
government for this. purpose. The 
states add about balf as much more. 
These centers of practical investiga- 
tion concerning the plant and animal 
life of the farm in all its bearings are 

* putting numberless theories and cus- 
toms to a rigid test. It was the prac- 
tice twenty years ago to cook food 
for domestic animals, byt exhaustive 
' gvPStigatous” im tevoy yeemed tt 
show that this is not profiteble, and a 
great change of custom has resulted. 

The Minnesota station has accom- 
plished much in improving wheat, the 
Tiinois station in improving the corn 
yield, the Wisconsin station in the 
diary and the California station in the 
reclamation of alkali lands. 

The experiment stations are gradu- 
ally correcting certain of their original 
Mistakes. There was a tendency at 
first to a duplication of work. Each 
attempted perhaps to do too many 
things. Now there is better co-ordina- 
tion through the department of agri- 
culture at Washington. The stations 
also are specializing ahd devoting 
themselves more particularly to tocal 
interests. Each agency bar its sphere 
of influence. It ix well to Lave some 
men in the community set apart to 
make the experimental studies for 
which the individual farmer could not 
spare the time. Millions of dollars in 
the aggregate may be lost by a single 
popular error if sufficiently widespread. 
To find out what is what is really the 
task stations are trying to perform.— 
New York Press.
